down. Three were alive, but one died 
before ho could bo gotten out.

H A N G I N G GARDENS OF BABYLON. 


Long Ago One of the Wonders of the 


World.

Tho Hanging Gardens of Babylon 


were anciently reckoned one of the 
wonders of the world. Their construc- 
tion is variously ascribed to Queen 
Semlramis and to Nebuchadnezzar. 
There were five of. these gardens, each 
with an area of nearly four acres; 
they rose in terraces, supported by 
masonry arches, to a height of sev- 
enty-five feet. 
They were irrigated 


from a reservoir built at the top, to 
which water was lifted from the Eu- 
phrates by a screw. 
Fountains nnd 


throughout the numerous 
terraces; 


groves and avenues of trees, as well as 
parterres of flowers, diversified the 
scene; whilst the view of the city and 
neighborhood 
were 
extensive .and 


beautiful. 
At what time the gardens 


were destroyed is a matter of doubt, 
but Pliny says that in his day the 
scene was one of desolation. Modern 
explorers have discovered traces o£ 
the Gardens.

Cleveland Marine Review, there arc 
now forty large ore-carriers under con- 
struction in Lake shipyards, some of 
which will be out this season, though 
a number will not be ready for work 
until next year. 
These vessels will 


have a total carrying capacity ot 3CO,- 
500 tons of iron ore. 
As each can 


easily make twenty trips In a season, 
they represent an addition of 7,210.000 
tons to a year's movement of ore from 
the Lake Superior country. Even al- 
lowing for the withdrawal o£ older and 
smaller boats, the Lake fleet of 190G 
will be able to move 45,000,000 tons 
of iron ore—should it be needed.—En- 
gineering and Mining Journal.
